GREAT LOSS TO HISTORY. 


American Woman Artist Accord- 
ed the Uniqué Honor of 
_ Painting Empress Dow- 
ager’s Portrait.

PEKIN, Nov. 20.—A figure missed in this 
new Pekin is Mr. W. N. Pethick, the best 
known American in China up to his death 
two years ago. Twenty-five years ago he 
was head of one of the great hongs or trad- 
ing concerns; then he entered the American 
consular service; and about the time of the 

" French war, 1884-1885, became confidential 
adviser and foreign secretary to Li Hung 
Chang. None knew the Mongol statesman 
petter than his secretary. But the friend- 
ship between the two was ended when 
Pethick was caught in the legation com- 
pound by the besieging boxers. He fought 
bravely through the siege and after it was 
over refused to return to Li Hung Chang’s 
gervice. 

It was known that Mr. Pethick, while still 
in the service of Li Hung Chang, had intend- 
ed to write his biography, and it was judged 
that the siege and the disillusionment his 
oficial friendship had encountered would 
add much piquancy and many revelations to 
the narrative, Mr. Joseph Gilder of the 
Century company said to me at the time of 
the siege, when I passed through New York: 
> “Now for the Li Hung Chang biography. 
‘af you see Mr. Pethick out there tell him to 
go to work at once and consider us first. 
The manuscript ought to be here in New 
York, safe in the vault, ready to rush upon 
the presses the day Li Hung Chang dlies.”’ 

The message was delivered the next May in 
the course of a visit made to see the palaces 
and temples, which were then wide open. 
From that casual publisher's message grew 
the fairy tale now current in Pekin that the 
Century company had offered Mr. Pethick 

. $60,000 for his biography of Li Hung Chang. 

He showed me the pile of manuscript, which 

fepresented a-printed volume of 300 pages 


ahd brought events down to the close of the 


French war, to the year 1885. He intended 
i) write two more volumes of the same 
Wngth and pointed to a steel trunk that con- 
tained the notebooks and papers from which 
be should evolve it.

about it, since Li Hung Chang might die at

» Mr. Pethick promised to get to work at once, 
te go to Chefoo for the summer, and finish 
Writing down all he knew of the exciting times 
in the life of Li Hung Chang. 

His malady, an affection of the heart, pro- 
gfessed so rapidly- that he did no work upon 
the biography at Chefoo, and he returned to 
Pekin to linger a few weeks and die. :

Former Alderman Offers Full 
Expose of the Queer Po- 
lice Graft Tactics on 
the Levee. 


ASKS ONLY FOR SECRECY. 


Anti-Crime Committee Now Is 
Confident of Having Enough 
of Money and Infor- 

| mation. 


An offer of information yesterday was made 
to the citizens’ anti-crime committee which 
may result in a complete exposé of the pe- 
cullar workings of the police system in the 
First ward in connection with gambling and 
the social evil. It was regarded as offering 


ao good entering wedge for other matter which 


is expected to follow. 

A man who knows as much regarding the 
conditions existing in the ward as any one: 
in it, who has been an alderman from the 
ward and still keeps up his acquaintances 
with the happenings there, volunteered that 
if the witnesses he could produce were pro- 
tected he would have told the whole story 
of police management in the territory. 


No Pretense of Morality Motive. 


“I am making no pretense of taking high 
moral grounds,” he said last evening, “‘ and 


4 do not pretend to be unduly horrified at 


the way things have been going on of late; 
but they have been getting a trifle too bad 
for even a person like myself to etand with- 
out making some kind of a protest. 

“If this citizens’ committee wants the 
facts, there is no trouble in getting them for 
it. Every one in the ward knows them, but 
every one has been afraid to tell the truth. 
The experience of those who have gone be- 
fore the council graft committee has not 
been such as to encourage others, and what 
once promised to be a thorough exposé of 
the conditions in the ward has been made to 
look like a laughing matter. 

“Three weeks ago the policy men were, to 
my knowledge, much scared, but now they 
have again taken heart. They are having fun 
with the council committee and saying they 
are not afraid of it. The police have fright- 
ened the witnesses on whom the Citizens’ 
association relied in so many graft cases 
they are not afraid of any one testifying 
against them. They all are standing to- 
gether for general protection. 


‘Witnesses Must Have Protection. 


“That both gambling and the social evil 
are protected in the First ward,” continued 
the former elderman, “ by the payment of 
money to policemen and others, however, 
can easily be shown if we have some one to 
go to In whom we have confidence and are 
not afraid the names of witnesses will be 
made public before the cases can be carried 
to the Criminal court. 

“As to gambling, there are lots of per- 
sons in the ward, like myself, who have no 
objection to itif it only was square gambling. 
There was a time in Chicago when gambling 
amounted to something. It was done openly 
and on the square. A man got a run for his 
money. He might lose, but at the same time 
he had a chance to win, and win good money. 
That was gambling. 

‘*Now no one can, under any possibility, 
win anything except perhaps in some of the 
big poker games. The gamblers, as they are 
called now, are not looking for the play of 
men who have money they can afford to 
lose, and who, ih turn, may win something 
from them. ‘The games today practically 
are all ‘sure thing ’-affairse, from the policy 
where the percentage is something like 600 
to 1 against the player, and the handbook 
betting on horee races, where it is not much 
better, to the littie game of stud and craps, 
where there is no chance at all for the player 
to win. | 

No Chance ‘Left to Win. 

“The man who ‘ goes against’ them can 
lose $1,000 if he happens to have that much 
in his pocket, but if he had the greatest 
luck in the world, and won every bet, he 
could not get away with more than $50, for 
that would be the size of the bank roll. But. 


as these games are‘ sure things,’ the runners | 


of them can afford to pay for the protection 
they enjoy, and that is where the police 
come in. 

“Worse than that, however, is the protec- 
tion given the saloons where women congre- 
gate. It is open robbery there, and the man 
who is robbed ought to be glad he got 
away with his life. Here, again, the police 
come in. These places are known on ac- 
count of the complaints made by men who 
have been robbed, but, as soon as the com- 
plaints are made, they are carried to a sa- 
loon in State street and the wqman who aid 
the robbing sent.for. If she divides fairly 
the victim is told there is nothing which can 
be done for him, and the only times when 
these cases are prosecuted are when the 
woman does not ‘ split up the money.’ ”’ 


Money Coming to Committee. 


Money is coming to the Citizens’ commit- 
tee before it is asked. That it will have 
plenty of cash and information, the backers 


‘of the movement now feel assured. 


The money came in the voluntary offer. of 
five citizens to subscribe $1,000 each. The 
organiz&tion committee had arranged for a 
committee on ways and means which is to 
go out and collect funds, but these offers 
came to President Murry Nelson before 
he had a chance eVen to name the collecting 
committee. 

The nates of these contributors are, as 
yet, kept secret at their own request, but the 
tact the offers have been made is, by the 
committee, taken. as indicating that as soon 
as the movement gets under way there will 
‘be no trouble about money and a fund of 
from $50,000 to $100,000 can be raised by only 
sending out and asking for it.

139 IN SINGLE WEEE. 


Bad Weather Crowds County Hospital 
and Patients Are Forced to Sieep 
on Mattresses on Floor—Some Are 
‘Parned Away—Dread Disease Sets 
New Mark, 27 Per Cent of the Total 
Mortality—Peril in Lack of Vaccina- 
tion Is Shown. 


With pneumonia establishing a new death 
record in Chicago and the county hospital so 
crowded that patients are sleeping on mat- 
tresses on the floor and less serious cases 


fronts the Chicago health authorities. 

The many varieties of weather from which 
the city has suffered during the last week is 
blamed not only for the many pneumonia 
deaths but for the crowding of the hospital 
in‘ another way. Within the last few days 
an unusual number of persons, injured by 
falls on icy sidewalks, have been taken to 
the county institution, and though a new 
emergency ward has been opened all cannot 
be cared for properly. 


Pneumonia Scourge in Chicago. 
Last week’s alarming increase in deaths 
from pneumonia is made the subject of the 
latest health bulletin. During the seven days 
ending Saturday pneumonia claimed 139 
victims in Chicago, or 27 per cent of the total 
mortality. Consumption is falling far be- 
hind, as the 49 deathe were leas than one- 
tenth of the total for the week. 

The health department states that if the 
present proportion should continue until 
May 81 the deaths from pneumonia before 
May 31 will be many more than the 2,100 pre- 
dicted last October, 

During the last fourteem years,’ the bulle- 
tin says, “‘ the following have been the daily 
average from the disease:

Turned Away from Hospital 
The crowded condition of the county hos- 
pital was revealed when the authorities were 
forced by circumstances to turn away George 
Heggie, who had been sent there for treat- 
ment by a county physician. Heggie was 
the oldest son in the family found starving 
in icy rooms at 635 West Forty-second street 
by the stockyards police. A numberof weeks 
ago the young man stepped on a rusty nail, 
which entered his foot. He had no maney 
with which to pay a doctor and received no 
medical attention until Saturday. When the 
police yisited the house he was found in a 
serious condition. 
Dr. A. L. Smith, 2042 State street, gave him 
a certificate admitting him to the county hos- 
pital. When he arrived there, however, the 
physicians, after examining hie injury, de- 
clined to admit him, saying they had no room. 
Heggie had made the trip in a street car, 
the money being supplied by the police. He 
had no carfare back, however. How he man- 
to reach his house on the south side 
he refused tosay. The case was called tothe 
warden’s attention later, and it is probable 
Heggie will be admitted to the hospital to- 
day.

7| DISPATCHER SAW. 
DOOM OF TRAINS, 


Situation Often Pictured in 
Fiction Enacted with Awful 
Reality in Michigan. 


TWENTY-TWO LIVES LOST. 


Disaster Comes While Officials 

See Themselves Helpless to 
Prevent It. 


Grand Rapids, Mich., Dec. 27.—[Special.]— 
A favorite conceptionof fiction writers is that 
of a train dispatcher suddenly realizing that 
two trains under his direction are rushing 
headiong to destruction and that he is un- 
able to save them. 

This situation in fiction became a hideous 
reality on the Pére Marquette road last 
night, when a train from Detroit and a train 
from here crashed together at East Paris, 
killing twenty-two persons and injuring 
twenty-nine. 

The train dispatcher in this city, powerless 
to prevent the disaster, had called out the 
regular wrecking crew, ordered a relief train 
to be in readinese, and summoned nurses and 
surgeons. 

Then he waited for the flash over the tele- 
graph which he knew would in a few min- 
utes tell him that the two trains were wrecks 
and that an unknown number of dead and 
wounded might be In the ruins. 

While the passengers on the two doomed 
trains were flying toward death and disaster, 
all unconscious of the fate that was impend- 
ing. the dispatcher here had realized the 
horror that awaited them. 

For half an hour before the wreck he knew 
it was inevitable, and that he was powerless 
to prevent it. Only a miracle could have 
saved the two crowded trains from destruc- 


tion. 
Death Sentence by Wire. 

This word came from McCord’s station: 

*“ No. 5 has passed without stopping.”’ 

That message was the death sentence. The 
dispatcher knew No. 6 was speeding along, 
behind time and trying to make up, and he 
also knew there was no accessible interven- 
ing station to which he cou.d send word to 
stop either train. It was simply a question 
of waiting for the blow to fall and then try 
to save as many lives as possible. 

The suspense was longer than the dispatch- 
er figured it would be, and the relief train, 
made up 
siding before the news of the disaster ar- 
rived. Then it was only a word the dis- 
patcher had to say, “ East Paris,” and away 
sped the train loaded with doctors and rescu- 
ers prepared to give what aid they could. 


Carries News Through Blizzard. 


This long wait was afterwards explained. 
The wreck was three-quarters of a mile from 
East Paris. and it was necessary that a man 
should walk the distance through the bliz- 
zard to get word on the wire.

ZIEGLER SHOWS WHY BALDWIN 
‘FAILED ON POLAR TRIP. 


New York Millionaire Publishes a Se- 
ries of Documents Which Explain 
That the Explorer Wasted His Time, 
Tried to Break the Spirit of the Men 

‘Under Him, Denied Them Water and 


Some to Break Their Contracts. 


New York, Dec. 27.—[Special.]—A series of 
documents was published teday which con- 
stituted William Ziegler’s reply to the attacks 
upon him by EB. B. Baldwin, who commanded 
the Baldwin-Ziegler polar expedition in 1901. 

The grand jury of Cole county, Mo., some 
time ago found an indictment against Mr. 
Ziegler on the charge of bribery, and Ziegler 
has accused Baldwin of being back be the 
Missouri accusations. 

One of the documents pwhblished saday is 
a copy of a contract which Baldwin is al- 
leged to have persuaded seven members of 
the expedition whom he left at Camp 
Ziegler, in Franz Josefland, to sign before 
he left for Norway. The contract as printed 
binds the signer to sever his connection with 
the expedition and to reéngage with E. B. 
Baldwin. 

Kept Contracts a Secret. 

Baldwin, on his return to Camp Ziegler, 
according to the article, took back the copies 
of the contract from all except one of the 
seven. 

Baldwin is quoted as having said to Zieg- 
ler’s representative, W.8S. Champ: “Idon't 
believe Mr. Ziegler will live long. How will 
I stand if he should die while I am up there?’ 
According to Champ, he never mentioned the 
contract episode. The contracts are now in 
Mr. Ziegler’s possession. 

Another published document is a letter to 
Archibald Dickson of the expedition, signed 
by Baldwin, accusing Champ and Ziegler of 
misrepresenting the failure of the expedition. 
The letter from Dickson to Ziegler, however, 
says: 

** Mr. Baldwin had no serious intention of 
getting to Rudolph island with the ship the 
first year, if at all.” 

The same letter declares that ‘‘ the men 
were refused water to wash in, when their 
bodies were in a pestilential condition,” and, 
says that the men were unable to get other 
necessaries. 


Says He Wasted His Time. 


A statement, signed with the name of H. 

P. Hartt, chief engineer of the steam yacht 
America, accuses Baldwin of trying to break 
the men’s spirit, and of having wasted the 
best month in which the yacht could have 
pushed northward. 
BE. D. K. Leffingwell of the University of 
Chicago signs another statement to the ef- 
fect that Baldwin failed as a leader. and ac- 
cuses him of scheming to secureall the credit 
for himself and of “‘going back on Ziegler.” 

Six other members of the expedition and 
five Swedish saflors belonging to the America 
sign a corroborative statement, as does Car! 
Johan Johanson, master of the yacht Amer- 
ica. Mr. Ziegler said tonight that the docn- 
ments had been published with hisauthority. }

WILD TRIP OF CAR FERRY 


PERE MARQUETTE BOAT IN PERIL 
IN LAKE MICHIGAN STORM. 


Load of Steel Rails Breaks Steering 
Gear and Puts Craft at Mercy of the 
Storm—Repairs Are Finally Made 
and Port Is Reached—Captain Tells 
of Dangers—Two Tugs Fast in Ice 
—Heavy Less Due to Gorge in 
Ohio. 


Manitowoc, Wis., Dec. 27.—[Special.}— 
With t cars loaded with steel rails 


running amuck on its deck, and its steering 
gear broken, the Pére Marquette car ferry 
No. 19 barely escaped going to the bottom 
of Lake Michigan Saturday night. 
The ferry left Milwaukee en route to Lud- 
ington with a heavy load of freight cars 
filled with steel rails When out only a 
tew hours the craft was struck by a strong 
northwest gale. The rolling of the ferry 
caused a car of rails totip over. The mass 
of heavy steel broke the steering gear, and 
the vessel went into the trough of the sea. 
When the ferry began to lurch and roll the 
other cars broke loose. The crew made an 
attempt to repair the steering gear, but 
when they .ventured on deck they were 
forced to dodye the rolling cars and falling 
steel rails. Several were knocked down, but 
were pulled out of danger. by their compan- 


Heads Into the Storm. 

After the vessel had been at the mercy of 
the sea for an hour, the steering gear was re- 
paired, only to break again when two cogs 
were torn from the machinery. Another at- 
tempt was made to repair it, but it was a 
failure. With both wheels working the 
ferry finally was headed into the storm again 
and some of the wild cars straightened dnd 
chained down. Gradually the craft was 
worked over to the west shore into smoother 
water. Early this morning it made Two 
Rivers point and was brought here this after- 
noon. 

As soon as the ferry arrived a few passen- 
gers who had beén on board hurried to shore 
and took trains to their destinations. They 
were badly frightened during the storm, and 
Capt. Doylle had to order them below at one 
time for their own safet¥. The ferry was 
only slightly damaged. 

“It was the wildest night I ever had on 
the lake,” said the captain. ‘‘ When the 
first car broke away from its fastenings, it 
looked bad, but when the others ran amuck 
and the steel rails began to fly around us 
we thought our time had come.”’ 


Two Tugs Stuck in Ice. 


Cleveland, O., Dec. 27.—T wo large tugs are 
stuck in the ice a mile and a half from shore 
in Lake Erie and a third tug has started out 
to their relief, with little prospect of reaching 
the other two tonight. About a dozen men 
are aboard the two boats. 


Heavy Damage from Ice Gorge. 

Cincinnati, O., Dec. 27.—[{Special.}—The ice 
gorge in the Ohio river broke again today and 
the damage will run far into the thousands. 
The first loss reported was the Portsmouth 
packet W. H. Grapeville, which sunk at its 
wharf, and is a total loss. All day loaded 
coal barges were broken away from their 
moorings and were crushed by the ice or 
broken by the pliers of the bridges. Fif- 
teen barges have gone down, with over 180,- 
000 bushels of coal. 

The Idler, a pleasure excursion steamer 
owned by a club, was ground to pieces after 
being broken from its moorings. The loss is 
$5,000. Still greater damage is expected in 
the lower Ohio. The greatest gorge is at 
North Bend, an@ when it breaks the craft 
in the lower Ohio will be in danger.

AND OTHER ORGANIZATIONS. 


| 
Charity Officers State the Number of 
Persons and Families Assisted—Em- 
ployment Bureau Finds Positions 
for Nearly All Applicante—Maj. Gen. 
Bates Sees a Deterioration in Char- 
acter and Physical, Appearance of 
Mecruits Received. 


The annual report of the Civic federation 
is devoted largely to the investigations of 
committees and their conclusions. Among 
these findings are those in opposition to im- 
practical municipalization dnd in furtherance 
of early settlement of the franchise ques- 
tion, and against the continued pollution 
of a large part of the city by the law defying 
rendering establishments. 

Agitation was begun for more efficient food 
inspection, especially at the stockyards, from 
which the city inspection was entirely with- 
drawn some months ago. 

Besides these lines of work the federation 
ig still leading the new charter movement. 


Work on Charitable Lines. 

General Superintendent Ernest P. Bicknell 
reports for the Chicago bureau of charities 
that agents made 20,018 visits to investigate 
applications. Assistance was furnished to 
4,708 families. One thousand men, women, 
and children were benefited by the public 
vegetable gardens in Englewood. 

The Chicago Aid and Relief society fur- 
nished assistance of various kinds to 2,041 
families. 

The year has been the busiest in the history 
of the Illinois Humane society. It investi- 
gated 2,414 complaints of cruelty to animals, 
prosecuted 124 cases, and rescued 386 chil- 
dren., The total receipts were $10,541. 

The year has been the most successful in 
the history of the Chicago branch offices of 
the state free employment bureau. Applica- 
tions for work were made by 28,992 men and 
16,268 women. Positions were found for 
25,398 men and 14,832 women 


Army Recruits of Lower Grade. 

In reviewing the work of the United States 
army in the department of the lakes, Maj. 
Gen. John C. Bates says that the character 
and physical appearance of recruits is not up 
years.

GUARD IN JAILSUSPENDED |

Henry Phillips Asked to Explain Deal- 
ings with J. C. Dean, Alleged to Have 
Secured $200 to Get Release.

He says he knew Dean had secured 
bail for prisoners, and, as Mrs. Neff ex- 
pressed a desire to have her husband spend 
Christmag at home, he gave her the man’s 
card. 

Mrs. Neff, however, said Phillips told her 
the release could be secured upon payment 
of $200. The young woman asserted she bor- 
rowed the money and, with Neff’s mother, 
called upon Dean at the Revere house the 
rext day, as she had been instructed. There 
-she met Dean and Phillips, Mrs. Neff de- 
clared, and paid Dean $200. The attorney 
is alleged to have guaranteed the husband's 
release by Christmas upon bonds and a writ 
or habeas corpus. 

When Neff was not released his wife went 
to Dean, who, she said, explained that it 
would be unsafe to take action at present, 
as her husband was wanted in Missouri 
for the theft of diamonds, and would be re- 
arrested. The charge against him here was 
receiving stolen property. 

Mrs. Neff said she was refused a receipt for 
the money, but Dean said he was given 
nothing. Sheriff Barrett will ask Phillips
